ADMINISTRATION - Eastern Shore travelers approach the Bridge-Tunnel down U.S. 
13, The Ocean Highway, to Wise Point, across Fisherman Inlet on a bridge and trestle 
to the causeway across Fisherman Island. 

SENIORS - Pile sections were made inside steel form in foreground. Form with re¬ 
inforcing steel inside is placed on "spinning machine" at right. Concrete mix from 
batch plant above is funneled into form. Truck wheels spin form at high speed. Re¬ 
sulting centrifugal force compresses mix and produces high strength concrete pile wall.
